BRITISH PICK UP CREW 


7414-Ton La Coruna Set Afire 
‘in Northern Waters’ When 
Warship Approaches. 


LONDON, March 15 (AP).—Brit- 
ain officially announced today the 
scuttling of the German merchant 
ship La Coruna, 7414 tons, when a 
British warship approached her 
Wednesday in northern waters. 
The warship picked up 60 mem- 
bers of the crew after the vessel 
was set afire and finished her off 
with gunfire. ° 
The La Coruna left Rio de Ja- 
neiro Feb. 3 and apparently was 
trying to reach home through Nor- 
wegian waters. 


The La Coruna before the out- 
break of the War was a passenger 
liner trading between Hamburg, its 
home port, and Rio de Janeiro and 
Santos. Built in 1921 in Hamburg, 
it was 414 feet long and had a 61 
foot beam. 
It rode low in the water when 
it slipped away from Rio de Ja- 
neiro, although its declared cargo, 
which included 30,000 bags of cof- 
fee and 2000 cases of lard and some 
mica and nickel ore, totaled only 
1600 tons. 
A Brazilian source at the time 
said it was loaded with much coal 
and there was speculation in Rio 
de Janeiro that it planned to trans- 
fer some of the fuel to other Ger- 
man merchantmen at sea. 

At least 22 ships of 149,629 tons 
have been scuttled by Germans 
to prevent them from falling into 
enemy hands. Most of them car- 
ried rich cargoes. All except the 
pocket battleship Graf Spee were 
attempting to run the British 
blockade from neutral ports. The 
losses include six passenger liners, 
14 freighters, one tanker and the 
Graf Spee.

Children who have been having 
some trouble in St. Louis County 
rural schools had some fun, for a 
change, in playing what seemed to 
most of them to be a series of 
novel games yesterday at Central 
Institute for the Deaf. 

The “games” were a series of 
tests by the most advanced meth- 
ods of science to deiermine just 
why they’ve had trouble hearing 
their teachers, so that something 
can be done about it. Doing some- 
thing about it now, says Dr. M. A. 
Goldstein, director of the institute, 
is imperative. 

Of 63 children taken to this free 
audiometer clinic, given by the 
institute in co-operation with the 
Tuberculosis and Health Society 
and County School Superintendent 
Rufus G. Russell, 22 were found 
in group audiometer test to have 
normal hearing. Two-thirds re- 
quired individual examination and 
will require treatment in some 
degree. 

Training in Lip-Reading. 
For several the difficulty can be 
removed by a 10-minute visit to a 
physician; for some, Dr. Goldstein 
emphasized, prompt training in 
lip-reading is needed, for thus the 
eyes can well supplement the fail-

First these went downstairs for 
an examination of ears, throat, nose 
and teeth. Then individual au- 
diometer tests on a different kind 
of machine were given. This ma- 
chine electrically graduated pitch 
and intensity through every octave 
of the audible range, while the 
child signaled those notes he heard. 
More clinical tests further iso- 
lated the specific conditions re-

Although 
the disease is mildly infectious in 
the tropics, it is not likely to spread 
in the St. Louis climate, and the 
physicians are convinced that no 
other member of the man’s family 
has contracted it or will. 

At the Carville leprosarium the 
man will be treated with chaulmoo- 
gra oil, obtained from a tropical 
tree, which retards progress of the

$1,427,000 Advance to 
closed — Firm Said 


Atlas Powder Co. Dis- 
to Plan Doubling of 


Capacity of Missouri Factories. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
Heavy Allied orders for explo- 
sives appeared likely today to pro- 
duce an expansion of American 
powder manufacturing facilities 
comparable to that now taking 
place in the aircraft industry. 

Great Britain and France, al- 
ready contemplating purchases in 
excess of $100,000,000, were repre- 
sented by munitions authorities as 
ready to finance new factories as 
they did in 1914-17, before the Unit- 
ed States entered the World War. 

The first evidence of this was the 
disclosure yesterday of a $1,427,000 
French-British advance to the At- 
las Powder Co. of Wilmington, Del., 
to increase facilities for manufac- 
ture of TNT, the explosive used in 
artillery shells. 

The concern was said to have 
contracted already for doubling the 
capacity of its plants in Missouri.

Uncertainties over the course of 
the European conflict and taxa- 
tion difficulties with the Treasury 
have delayed much larger deals, it 
was said.

Arms experts estimated that Brit- 
ish-French reserves were more than 
ample for the current stage of the 
war, but might be drained rapidly 
in major offensives requiring ex- 
penditure of ammunition at 3 
World War rate. 

Drop in U. S. Output. 

In two decades of peace, Ameri- 
can munitons output has dwindled 
to a small fraction of the peak in 
the World War, when the United 
States was turning out as much 
powder and shells as the British 
and French combined and supplied 
much of their needs. Both War 
and Navy departments are anxious 
for some expansion of existing fa- 
cilities as a national defense pre- 
caution. 

At present only two Government 
and two private plants are equipped 
for powder production on a sizable 
scale. Factories for the manufac- 
ture of high explosives are not 
much more numerous. Should the 
country enter any war, War De- 
partment plans call for immediate 
construction of many munitions 
plants to remedy these deficiencies. 

Congress has voted initial funds 
toward purchase of special muni- 
tions to cost $33,500,000, without 
which Major-General Charles M. 
Wesson, chief of army ordnance, 
testified that the United States 
would be crippled in an emergency.

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To Open Mouth at High Altitudes 


One Gasp Proves Fatal With Old Device — 
Now Entire Face Is Covered and Man Can 
Talk Into Radio Microphone. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 15 
(AP)—A new hip-pocket oxygen 
flask and a new face mask de- 
signed to save the lives of Ameri- 
ca’s fighting flyers were exhibited 
today before the meeting of the 
Federated Biological Societies. 

Dr. Walter M. Boothby of the 
Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn., who 
developed the new device in co- 
operation with Capt. Harry Arm- 
strong of the Army Air Corps’ ma- 
terial division at Wright Field, said 
the new equipment, now under test 
by the army, was designed to save 
a pilot from death if he accident- 
ally opened his mouth at high alti- 
tudes. 

If a pilot flying an airplane at 
the present ceilings of around 35. 
000 feet does not have oxygen he 
will suffer a quick death. This is 
prevented in the newer fighting 
ships by either sealed pressure 
cabins or oxygen masks. With the 
old type of mask a member of the 
ship’s crew could breathe through 
his mouth and one gasp might be 
his last. 

The new type of mask, which re- 
sembles a hog’s snout equipped 
with a sponge rubber valve, keeps 
both the nose and mouth covered. 
with oxygen fed in from a pres- 
sure tank. The snout part of the 
mask was designed to fit into a 
radio microphone and eliminate the 
roar of the airplane’s motors, Dr. 
Boothby said, thus permitting much 
clearer communication. 

Oxygen for Parachutists. 

The hip-pocket bottle of oxygen 
was developed to insure pilots of 
the necessary supply of gas if they 
are forced to bail out from high 
altitudes. It fits into the pocket, is 
connected by a rubber tube to the 
mask, and provides enough oxygen 
to drift by parachute from a height 
of five or more miles down to a 
safe altitude for normal breathing. 

American bombing and pursuit 
planes can now fly at such high 
altitudes, Dr. Boothby said, and 
safeguards hitherto unknown. to

Several friendly for- 
eign governments have expressed 
interest in the new oxygen equip- 
ment. 

With such oxygen equipment it is 
possible to fly in the sub-strato- 
sphere with the pilot and. other 
members of the crew of an air- 
plane performing normally, aero- 
nautical experts said, and with new 
developments in airplanes it would 
be possible to fly from New York 
to Europe with a full load of 
bombs, drop them, and return with- 
out refueling.

Heretofore, one of the limit- 
ing factors in long-range operations 
has been pilot fatigue due to the 
effects on nerves and muscles at 
high altitudes caused by strain and 
insufficient oxygen. 

Movie of Heart Muscles. 
shown yesterday disclosed how the 
muscles of the heart work. 

In the movie, Dr. C. Landis of 
Columbia University showed scien- 
tists attending the Federated Bio- 
logical Societies’ meeting how the 
heart and lungs keep up their 
work despite extensive injury and 
the effects of drugs. 

To make the film, Dr. Landis 
removed the heart and lungs of 
a dog and kept them alive and 
active in a special glass chamber 
similar to the “glass heart” de- 
vised by Dr. Alexis Carrel of the 
Rockefeller Institute. Then he 
photographed the lungs breathing 
and the heart beating at camera 
speeds of up to 3000 exposures a 
second. 

These pictures, when slowed 
down to normal speed of about 12 
exposures a second, showed that 
the ventricles, or large blood cav- 
ities of the heart, vibrate with a 
corkscrew-like action as they pump 
blood throughout the body, and 
one heart beat lasted more than 
a minute in the film. 

They also showed that the heart 
must have a resistance to work 
against. Isolated hearts, unless 
connected with a device to pump 
blood, will quit promptly.

MOSCOW, March 15 (AP).—Im- 
mediate organization of ceded Fin- 
nish territory into an autonomous 
Soviet.Socialist state republic was 
considered today to be the princi- 
pal task of the —— Soviet of 
the U. S. S. R., convoked for 
March 29 in Moscow. 

The summons to the Parliament. 
coming three days after the peace 
treaty, led informed observers to 
predict that after formal ratifica- 
tion of the pact the Supreme So- 
viet would act speedily to establish 
Communist rule in what the Gov- 
ernment newspaper Izvestia termed 
a former “anti-Soviet war base.” 

This reference to the Karelian 
Isthmus, where Finland bore the 
brunt of the Russian assault, 
prompted one observation that war- 
lost Finnish land would be strate- 
gically split. The isthmus would 
be assimilated by the Leningrad 
military district, according to this 
view, and the rest of the ceded ter- 
ritory, the northern shores of Lake 
Ladoga and Eastern Central Fin- 
land, would be incorporated into 
the existing Karelian Soviet Re- 
public, northeast of the isthmus 
itself. 

In the absence of official com- 
ment, however, most observers pre- 
dicted one separate republic would 
be created for the occupied areas. 

In demanding concessions on the 
isthmus, pre-war negotiators for 
Moscow pointed out that Lenin- 
grad, less than 30 miles from the 
former Finnish frontier, was with- 
in artillery range of the Manner- 
heim line. Leningrad, moreover, 
was the seat of the Finnish cam- 
paign. 

In keeping with the policies of 
Nikolai Lenin, father of the Rus- 
sian revolution, and Joseph Stalin, 
his successor, the formation of a 
Soviet republic in the ceded Fin- 
nish areas would promise local self- 
government and preserve the lan- 
guage and cultural institutions of 
the regions, 

The supreme Soviet last met in 
November to incorporate into the 
U. S. S. R. western Ukraine and 
Western White Russia, former Po- 
lish area. 

Mass meetings of Russian sol- 
diers to “hail the Red army’s ex- 
ploits and the peace policy of the 
Soviet Union” were held on street 
corners of ruined, burning Viipuri 
immediately after its occupation, 
Russian correspondents reported 
today. 

“Viipuri was unforgettable dur- 
ing the hours of the occupation,” 
wrote the correspondent of Red 
Star, the army organ, who marched 
with the columns which seized the 
city as fighting ended Wednesday.

Paper Says They Pledged 


Sweden and Norway 
Support If Involved in 
War by Helping Finns. 


LONDON, March 15 (AP). — 
The Daily Mail said today that 
Prime Minister Chamberlain would 
disclose secret assurances made 
two months ago to Norway and 
Sweden of Allied support if, in giv- 
ing help to Finland, they became 
involved in war with Soviet Rus- 
sia or Germany. 

The newspaper said Chamberlain 
would make the disclosure Tuesday 
in the House of Commons, 

The report of the Daily Mail's 
diplomatic correspondent followed 
a broadcast last night in which 
Norwegian Foreign Minister Halv- 
dan Koht laid refusal of a British 
tequest for permission to send 
troops through Scandinavia to 
knowledge that “this would have 
meant our countries would have 
been involved in a great war.” 

Demanding a “positive policy” in 
the Balkans, the Daily Mail edi- 
torially declared that the Allies 
have given Rumania a “blank 
check” promise of assistance and 
added: 

“If she is attacked. . . it must 
be fulfilled ... Failure to help be- 
cause we could not get there (see 
Poland and Finland) would be the 
worst blows the democracies have 
yet received.” 

Koht, speaking in Oslo, said 
French and British overtures had 
been received. as early as March 2 
but that no official request for 
passage of their troops was made 
until March 12, just when peace 
between Russia and Finland was 
announced. 

He gave two reasons why Nor- 
way.and Sweden turned down the 
Allies’ original suggestion, first, 
that if Germany tried to intercept 
the Allied forces Scandinavia 
would be drawn into war, and, sec- | 
ond, the request came “too late.“ 

Koht said 100,000 troops would 
have been necessary effectively to 
help Finland and it would have 
taken too long to get them and 
their supplies there. 

For those reasons, as well as 
Scandinavia’s policy of neutrality, 
he declared, permission was re 
fused. 

“We had reliable knowledge,” 
Koht said, that if we allowed the 
two Western Powers to use Nor- 
wegian and Swedish territory for 
War purposes against Soviet Rus- 
sia, Germany would regard this as 
a hostile act and intervene imme- 
diately.

REPORT APPROVES 
AR MERGER OVE 
TWA'SOBIETIN 


Examiner Recommends 
That Board Permit United 
to Take Over Western 
Air Express. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
—Ths Civil Aeronautics Authority 


received a recommendation from 
Trial Examiner Roscoe Pound yes- 
terday that United Airlines be al- 
lowed to acquire Western Air Ex- 
press. The recommendation is 
merely advisory. The authority be- 
fore entering a final decision, will 
hear arguments. ° 

Transcontinental & Western Air, 
Inc., and a committee represent- 
ing minority stockholders of West- 
ern Air Express opposed the ap- 
plication of United Air Lines. TWA 
contended the proposed consolida- 
tion would result in creating a 
monopoly and restrain competition. 
The minority stockholders com- 
mittee contended it would not be 
“consistent with the public. inter- 
est.” * 

Pound, former dean of the Har- 
vard Law School, found: 

1. That the proposed merger 
would be consistent with the pub- 
lic interest. 

2. That it would not result in 
creating a monopoly or monopolies 
and would not otherwise restrain 
competition or jeopardize another 
air carrier. 

3. That the proposed plan of mer- 
ger was not shown to be unfair to 
minority stockholders. 

Pound remarked that United and 
Western had conducted a trans- 
continental service as a unit, so 
far as it can be achieved. by two 
independent companies. He added, 
however, that the necessity of 
changing from one carrier to anoth- 
er at Salt Lake City subjects trav- 
elers to serious inconveniences and 
discomfort. 

“There is evidence that certain 
economies in management and op- 
eration will result from  unifica- 
tion,” he said. ~ 

United already has entered into 
an agreement with majority stock- 
holders of Western, subject to CAA 
approval, for the purchase of their 
holdings. Stockholders of Western 
could elect to take full payment in 
United stock or payment in part 
stock and part cash. 


PRIVATE SALE OF $81,000 
IN BONDS BY k. ST, LOUIS 


Issue, Bearing 4% Per Cent, Sold to 
Refund Obligations on Which 

5 Per Cent Is Paid. 
Private sale of $81,000 in bonds 
by the East St. Louis Park Board 
was disclosed yesterday with the 
filing of an ordinance in the Coun- 
ty Clerk’s office in Belleville au- 
thorizing the sale. 
The bonds, a refunding issue, 
were sold March 1 to Barcus, Kin- 
dred & Co., a ‘municipal bonding 
house of Chicago. Bearing 4% per 
cent interest, they were issued to 
retire parts of six other issues ma- 
turing between 1942 and 1955, in 
amounts ranging from $5000 to 
$20,000. 

Emmett P. Griffin, superintend- 
ent of parks, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that refunding the old 
issues, bearing 5 per cent interest, 
would help to prevent tax increases 
during the years the bonds would 
mature. 

The new bonds mature over a 
period of 20 years, beginning in 
1957. Interest which will be paid 
out of the bonds will total $69,255.

Witness in Lewisohn Suit for 
Boy’s Custody Tells of In- 
cident in Store. 


BALTIMORE, March 15 (AP). — 
State's Attorney J. Bernard Wells 


said today bigamy charges could 
not be pressed in this jurisdiction 
against Ludwig Lewisohn by Miss 
Thelma Spear, who dramatically in- 
terrupted the Jewish author’s mar- 
riage to Edna Manley here Feb. 6. 

Miss Spear opposed the wedding, 
asserting that she was Lewisohn’s 
common-law wife and the mother of 
his son. She failed to block the 
wedding, but later asked Wells to 
determine whether there was any 
ground for pressing bigamy charges 
against the novelist.

underwear incident occurred in the 
store of his father-in-law, Morris 
Mazel, in Burlington, Vt. Spiro, 
supervisor of all Jewish religious 
schools in Southwestern Pennsyl- 
vania, said that during the associa- 
tion of Miss Spear and Lewisohn 
he had urged them to marry but 
that she, a concert singer, had de- 
clared: “I want to be a free agent 
and marry any millionaire who 
comes along the way.” 

While Miss Spear sat frequently 
shaking her head, Spiro continued. 
He said that when the body of a 
kidnaped New Rochelle (N. T.) boy 
was found about two years ago, 
Miss Spear had said: “I wish this 
happened to my brat; then I would 
be free.” 

While she was living in Burling- 
ton and Lewisohn was away on his 
lecture tours, Spiro said, she would 
sometimes buy five or six bottles 
of liquor at a time, and would dis- 
appear and have pre-dated letters 
mailed to the author “to give the 
impression she was taking care of 
the baby.” 

Spiro declared she used langauge 
that could not de repeated “in 
front of the Judge,” and that the 
child would inquire: “Mama says 
so—why shouldn't I?”

MAY HAVE TO FIGHT RUSSIANS 
M SPITE OF FINNISH PEACE 


New “Munich” Viewed as Big Step Toward 
Making Germany Blockade-Proof—Copper 
and Nickel Won by Dictatorships—Reds 
Not Likely to Call Halt to Aggression.

INLAND is conquered. The hard Russian terms mean that Russia 


will now have to use nothing more than a police force when it 
wants something from that unhappy little country. Doubtless one 
of the first things it wants will be the exile or death of Baron Man- 
nerheim, the Washington of Finland, and Gen. Wallenius, who may be 
called its Robert E. Lee. With all Karelia in Russian hands, with a 
grip on Hanko at the other end of the gulf, the Russians have made

It only remains to assess the re- 
sults and to inquire how it hap- 
pened. Those who bitterly blame 
the Swedes for not jumping in and 
the Allies for not sending help 
need to remember that the blane 
in the first instance rests on the 
shoulders of the German and Rus- 
sian dictatorships. If there had 
not been a Russian responsibility 
first, there need have been no Al- 
d responsibility later. 


Lesson in Finland. 


But the Allies still have a lot to 


answer for. They have talked en- 
thusiastically about the rights of 
small nations, as though they were 
fighting for them against Ger- 
many. If they really are, then 
the lesson of the Finnish conquest 
is the sufficiently somber one that 
the robbers only have to get to- 
gether in order to scare off the 
cops. 

The fact is that the Allies have 
ot been concerned with Finland 
or any other small nation, only 
with their war against Germany. 
Not even the dictatorships have 
been more self-centered or narrow 
in their international relations. | 
Looking at Finland from the ae 
row viewpoint of an Allied gen- 
eral staff, there was every reason 
why effective help should not be 
sent the North. A big expedi- 
tion there would have required an 
immense amount of shipping to | 
carry it and supply it over a dis- 
tance of 1400 miles, at a time when 
Allied shipping resources are 80 
low that England is forced to ra- 
tion certain items of food. 

This shipping would require naval | 
escort, not only against German 
submarines and airplanes but Rus- 
an as well. Germany can hardly 
lave more than 50 submarines in 
operation, which means an average 
of 10 at sea at any one time. The 
Russians have more than 100 sub- 
marines—not se good as the Ger- 
man boats, and not so efficiently 
handled, but still 100 in number, 
enougn te triple the forces now 
siraining the resources of England. 
It was the same story in the air.

Meaning of Russian War. 


Behind all this lay the fact that 
uch an expedition meant open war 
ith Russia. It meant an Allied 
naval force forced to operate 
against Russian ships in the North- 
east Pacific, the only considerable 
ocean stretch of the world where 
the British Empire has no bases 
Whatever. It meant desperate fight- 
ing to hold the Mosul and Mesopo- 
tamian oil fields against a Russian 
attack through the Caucasus. It 
meant armies fighting to hold the 
passes of Northern India, with a 


disaffected country at their back. 
That is, the chances were rather 
üsganst the success of a big expe- 
dition to Finland. It is evident, 
from their refusal to permit the 
passage of Allied troops, that Nor- 
way and Sweden felt the same way 
about it. Otherwise they would 
have told Hitler to go ¢hase him- 
elf when he made the reported 
threat to jump into tie Scandina- 
Man countries after’ those Allied 
troops if they were Allowed passage. 
The chances were against it, but 
these are the kind of risks that 
must be taken in war if one is to 
win. General staffs are proverbial- 
ly time-servers, incapable of taking 
& long view. In the long view the 
Allies appear to have lost more in 
Finland than they gained by ab- 
Staining from war against Russia. 
Norway and Sweden now swing 
definitely into the dictatorship or- 
bit. German supplies of iron and 
mber are assured.

In War Zone 


Most of Continental 
Europe Now Un- 
der Totalitarian 
Domination. 


By T. R. YBARRA 
INLAND’S tragic fate serves to 
Fare home the unpalatable 
truth that almost the entire con- 
tinent of Europe is under the 


thumb of the totalitarian powers. 


Irrespective of the final result 
of the European war, there is no 
getting around the ugly fact that, 
on that continent, only one major 
Power, France, keeps over the 
heads of its people the banner of 
democracy. Europe’s other major 
democratic Power, Britain, is an 
insular not a continental realm; 
between Europe proper and the 
British shores lies those “18 miles 
of blue water” which have, influ- 
enced British history more pro- 
foundly than anything else. 

Beyond the eastern shore of 
that 18-mile moat, several Euro- 
pean countries which, of late years, 
have striven to maintain democrat- 
ic ideals of government—together 
with others already undermined by 
the spirit of dictatorship—have 
either succumbed to totalitarian 
domination or are under the threat 
of being so dominated before long. 


Menace to Scandinavia. 


Finland was the bastion of dem- 
ocracy in the Baltic. With the 


‘breaching of that bastion by to- 


talitarian Russia the democratic 
cause in Northern Europe is in 
desperate straits. This is clearly 
shown in the terms of the hard 
peace forced upon unhappy Fin- 
land by the Russians. 

Russian troops, stationed in por- 
tions of formerly Finnish territory 
in Scandinavia’s Far North, will 
directly menace one of the three 
Scandinavian democracies, Norway. 


By means of the railroad which, 
according to the Finnish-Russian 
peace treaty, is to be built across 
Finland’s “waistline” to the Finn- 
ish coast of the Gulf of Bothnia, 
opposite Sweden, the Russians will 
be able to strike an effective blow 
against the Swedes in the event 
of future Scandinavian warfare. 

In the south of Finland, they 
have not only seriously impaired 
Finnish possibilities of resistance 
against invasion from Russia, but 
materially bettered Russian 
chances of aggression against the 
rest of Scandinavia. 

Worst of all, by acquiring stra- 
tegie Hanko as a Russian base, 
they sold a dagger at the throats 
of Swedes, Norwegians and even 
Danes. And, behind all these Rus- 
sian menaces, looms the dread 
form of Nazi Germany, making 
doubly serious every bit of Rus- 
sian encroachment in the North. 


Whip Hand in Balkans. 
Elsewhere in Europe the pic- 
ture is almost equally gloomy. With 
Finland defeated, neutrals like 
Holland, Belgium and Switzerland 
—all three, especially the latter, 
strongly impregnated with dem- 
ocracy—have good reason to quake 
in their shoes. In view of recent 
happenings, they naturally tend 
more and more to conciliate to- 


talitarianism. 

In Southeastern Europe the de- 
feat of Finland may have far- 
reaching consequences in the way 
of increasing—for the present, any- 
how—the influence of the totali- 
tarians. Rumania has little use 
for them—but every Rumanian is 
painfully aware that the menace 
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Life Quickens as Helsinki Lights 
Go On First Time in Three Months

HELSINKI, March 15. 
HE blackout, which made Fin- 
Tiana dark at night for more 
than three months, was lifted 
suddenly at 7:15 o’clock last night. 
Without warning, electric lights 
were switched on in cities and vil- 
lages from the Gulf of Finland to 
the Petsamo region on the Arctic 
Ocean. The blackout had ended. 
Men and women no longer behaved 
every night like moles above the 

ground or owls in the daylight. 

We had just left the Kamp Hotel 
and picked our way carefully along 
Helsinki streets when scores of 
street lights blazed on the snow- 
covered sidewalks and the parks. 
We felt as if we had awakened 
from a nightmare to find ourselves 
in Timbuctoo. 

“What a strange feeling,” I said. 
A Finnish woman in our party an- 
swered curtly, “I don’t like the 
feeling.” That was how the black- 
out ended in Helsinki. 


Nevertheless, it is beyond human 
nature to remove, for long, illumi- 
nation in a large city at night and 
live a mole’s life for several hours 
out of every 24. By 9 o’clock the 
city’s main streets were far more 
animated than at any time during 
the war. For the first time since 
Nov. 30, people walked at night 
as if they were going somewhere. 
They walked confidently and brisk- 
ly along the sidewalks. For the 
first time pedestrians talked and 
chatted animatedly. Human be- 
ings, for some reason, speak much 
less spontaneously in the dark than 
under street lamps. . 

It was a curious sensation to 
be able to step out of the hotel 
without the careful exploratory lo- 
comotion of those who have ac- 
quired the habit of feeling their 
way with their feet. For weeks

we had held each other's arms as 
we wandered along, most of the 
time being unable to see our hands 
before our faces, bumping into 
people, stumbling against lamp 
posts or projecting parts of build- 
ings, or sliding into piles of ice 
and snow.

Board’s Functions 


Senator Wagner Makes Out a Good Case 
Against Drastic Tampering With the 
Labor Relations Act—What Division of 


Would Mean. 


WASHINGTON, March 15. 

T SEEMS to me that Senator 
Wagner, in his temperate and 
carefully reasoned speech of 
Wednesday against the proposed 
Smith amendments to the Wagner 
Labor Relations Act, made out a 
convincing case for moderation in 
dealing with the act. 

There is no justification for tear- 
ing the act to pieces with these 
“ripper” amendments, as Senator 
Wagner correctly described them, 
in order to get at the defects which 
have been uncovered in its admin- 
istration. The effort of the Smith 
investigating committee—or, rather, 
three of its five members—to per- 
form a major operation on the act 
is calculated to do more harm than 
good to the cause of proper amend- 
ments, and so also to the cause of 
better capital-labor relations. 


It is the purpose here to discuss 
only one of the proposed changes 
—that which would create a sepa- 
rate administrator to initiate and 
conduct cases before the board, 
which would then sit only as a 
court. 

Now this division of functions 
wears the deceptive aspect of fair- 
ness and of entire conformity with 
the democratic process. The too 
facile criticism runs that the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board acts 
as policeman, prosecutor, Judge 
and jury and ought therefore to be 
dismembered. Often the implica- 
tion is given that the board is 
unique in this respect among the 
agencies of the Government.

The fact is that the machinery 
used by the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board is the same as that 
generally employed, under author- 
ization by Congress, by the admin- 
istrative agencies which the grow- 
ing complexities of government 
have called into being. The pro- 
cedures under the Labor Relations 
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Administrative Law set up by 
Attorney-General and 
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be exercised over economic enter- 
prise can be exercised, in a multi- 
tude of instances, “neither directly, 

self-executing legislation 
nor by the judicial process.” Hence 
the modern administrative tribunal 
like the National Labor Relations 
Board, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and so on. Hence a 
development which Elihu Root 25 
years ago foresaw as “natural and 
inevitable“ the creation of a body 
of administrative law quite dif- 
ferent in its machinery from the 
processes of the courts. 


The problem, of course, is to keep 
this administrative law from get- 
ting out of hanc. It is up to Con- 
gress, in its vigilance, to do this, 
But this is not to say that Congress, 
because of the mistakes which the 
NLRB has made, should ow strike 
from the board the powers which, 
experience has shown, are essential 
to the efficient working of a regue 
latory agency of this character,

It is now two and a half months since Circuit Judge 
Padberg received the case of the State of Missouri 
against the Dickmann Real Estate Co. for recovery 
of profits which the State charges the company took 
for itself in straw-man sales of property of the closed 
Kirkwood Trust Co, 

On the day that the case came up before Judge 
Padberg, counsel for the company contended that 
the suit to recover was an action in damages and 
so should be tried in a law division before a jury, 
instead of before Judge Padberg in equity divi- 
sion. Presumably two and a half months is not an 
unduly long time for the filing of briefs by both sides 
and study of the question by the Court in preparation 
for a ruling. 

But this case is older, much older, than the two 
and a half months that it has been before Judge 
Padberg. He inherited it from Judge Oakley on the 
latter’s transfer to criminal division with the an- 
nual reassignments. The case, in fact, is well over 
a year old, and it is more than a year and a half since 
the Dickmann company was exposed in its straw 
sales of closed-bank property. 

The question of whether the case is an action 
in damages and therefore should be transferred to a 
law division for jury trial obviously should be de- 
cided in the light of the best advice the Court can 
command. But, on the other hand, it should ngt be 
allowed to hold up the case indefinitely. 

It is water under the bridge, and yet it is worth 
recalling that the Dickmann company, through its 
lawyers, announced it was reddy to go to trial last 
Dec. 18, when the case was still before Judge Oakley. 
The holidays were approaching and the reassign- 
ments, and so the company suggested that the case 
be laid over until after Christmas. If the Dickmann 
company was ready for trial then, it seems strange 
that it should have come into court the day the term 
ended to file a motion for removal to a jury division. 

The Kirkwood Trust Co. phase of the Dickmann 
company’s straw-man traffic in real estate which be- 
longed to unfortunate closed-bank depositors was 
heading straight for trial under Judge Oakley. One 
after another, dilatory motions were brought into 
court by the company’s counsel. One after another, 
these maneuvers to hold up the case were rejected by 
Judge Oakley. 

It must not be forgotten how the State Finance 
Department described the conduct of the Dickmann 
company in the Kirkwood Trust Co. straw deals. 
“Flagrant and unconscionable fraud and deception“— 
such was the characterization in the civil action. That 
is no light indictment. It is a serious charge. It is 
one which, in the interest of the public, the State and 
the defendant company, should not hang fire. 

The public interest requires a ruling as soon as 
Judge Padberg can properly make it, and after that as 
speedy a trial as can be arranged. - Judge Padberg 
has a golden opportunity to contribute to that public 
esteem and respect for the courts without which 
the judiciary, and beyond that our system of govern- 
ment, could not function.

Modern Medicine, published at Minneapolis, is 
knocking down a straw man in the outcry being 
made over the results of its poll on socialized medi- 
cine. The vote shows 88 per cent of the 20,000 physi- 
cians polled are opposed to the step, and this show- 
ing will, of course, be used as ammunition by the 
group that opposes all change in medical economic 
methods. (This publication, incidentally, is almost 
entirely an advertising organ, sent free of charge to 
about 130,000 physicians, with practically no paid 
circulation.) 

A look at the question, however, will show that 
the poll has used two devices known to the propa- 
ganda analyst as card-stacking and name-calling.

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REGULATING THE INVESTMENT TRUSTS. | 
The bill for the regulation of investment trusts, 


just introduced by Senator Wagner, is a piece ot 


legislation that should have been adopted long ago. 
If nothing else could be advanced in its favor than 
the fact that in the last 10 years 4,500,000 investors 
in these trusts lost three billion dollars out of a total 
of seven billions invested, such regulation would be 
fully justified, | 

Senator Wagner’s proposal is based on a long and 
detailed investigation of the trusts by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, As Post-Dispatch read- 
ers will recall, this inquiry disclosed that they now 
have assets of about four billion dollars which, in 
turn, give them a voice in the management of utili- 
ties, banks and industries with assets of more than 30 
billions. Here is influence that needs watching. 

However, the protection of the investors is even 
more important. The SHC has disclosed abuses that 


run all the way from misleading, high-pressure sales 


campaigns to the mulcting of shareholders through 
excessive charges, the manipulation of the securities 
held by the trusts and other schemes. In the ab- 
sence of regulation, either Federal or state, the stock- 
holders have been deprived of all voice in the man- 
agement of these combinations. Theirs but to pay 
and lose. 

Without question, the investment trust is an ex- 
cellent device to enable a person of limited means 
to put some money into common stocks. The trust 
can diversify its holdings as the individual never 
could and thus provide a higher degree of safety. 
With proper management, it can also give him the 
benefit of experience and wisdom that would never 
be at his command alone. The trouble is that some 
have abused this function. 

Senator Wagner’s bill is needed to weed out these 
goats from the sheep. Th law evidently cannot guar- 
antee the investor against losses, but it can guaran- 
tee that he will not be victimized’ To this end, the 
Wagner measure would require the investment trusts 
to register with the SEC, forbid them to misrepre- 
sent offerings, assure stockholders a voice in the 
management and provide other safeguards. 

In detail, the Wagner measure may require modifi- 
cation or refinement. In principle, it should be adopt- 
ed. If these trusts are to be permitted to serve 
as a legitimate device for stock speculation by the 
“little fellow,” then their basic principle must be the 
safeguarding of his interests. And that means regu- 


lation.

Rankin bill to pay $78,000,000 in first year to widows and orphans 
of former American soldiers would discard principle of service- 
connected disability for pension eligibility, commentator says; ulti- 
mate cost of legislation estimated to be in the billions of dollars.

John E. Rankin, has introduced a pro- 

posal in Congress to pension all needy 
widows and orphans of World War veterans, 
regardless of whether those veterans suf- 
fered a service-connected disability. In these 
days of billion-dollar expenditures, the cost 
of Mr. Rankigis proposal at first seems 
small, a paltry $78,000,000 the first year. But 
the ultimate cost of this piece of legislation 
would run into billions of dollars, for it 
would ineyitably bring “liberalizing” amend- 
ments in its train. 

There appears in the Congressional Rec- 
ord for Jan. 12, 1940, an article by the Hon. 
Rankin, chairman of the World War Vet- 
erans’ Committee of the House. It is a good 
sample of the kind of argument that will 
probably be carried on to justify this new 
demand upon the public purse. Rankin 
makes the usual attack upon “the profiteers 
who got rich out of the last war,” apparent- 
ly attempting to convey the absurd impres- 
sion that the cost of his measure would fall 
upon those who unjustly profiteered in the 
war. He speaks of these “swollen fortunes” 
as being “practically untaxed and entirely 
undiminished.” 

This would be strange even if it were true. 
Because, in pursuance of successive de- 
mands on the Treasury, appeals have been 
made to tax these fortunes for 20 years and, 
if they are “entirely undiminished,” Mr. 
Rankin and his brethren in Congress are 
certainly an inefficient lot of wealth dimin- 
ishers. But, of course, it isn’t true. Ask 
the man who owned one. The fact is that 
a barrage of this kind aimed at World War 
fortunes would not hit them, but would hit 
practically every man and woman in the 
United States, including the beneficiaries of 
this grant.

The Rankin article goes on with a choice 
piece of class appeal, crying out that many 
of the New Deal measures, which, inciden-

Up to now, World 
War pensions have adhered to the principle 
that a service-connected must be 


to all needy World War widows and depend- 
ents, and you invite the demand that the 
living veterans be similarly favored. It has 
been conservatively estimated that the ulti- 
mate cost of these two moves will be 35 bil- 
lion dollars. 

It is not a bad idea to recall, at this time, 
that the total cash paid to World War vet- 
erans and dependents in the 20 years fol- 
lowing 1918 was more than $7,500,000,000. The 
Rankin bill, needless to say, would not bene- 
fit the war-wounded and crippled, the wid- 
ows and dependents of the combat dead— 
those who really suffered injury as a result 
of the war. Whatever is spent on any such 
basis as this measure proposes will increase 
the cost of living of those who are legiti- 
mately entitled to the most generous help 
that the Government can give. It will place 
an unwarranted burden on the public. And 
it will jeopardize legitimate items in the 
budget.

The push behind the Rankin bill cannot 
be taken lightly. We have only to look at 
the record of the last regular session of 
Congress to see that a bill—partly good, but 
mostly bad—dealing with pensions and in- 
volving approximately $19,000,000 was passed

Contempt 


From the Kansas City Star. 


HE St. Louis Post-Dispatch and three 

members of its staff have been cited for 
contemg of court by Judge T. J. Rowe of 
St. Louis. The proceeding has to do with 
the dismissal of an extortion charge in 
which the court’s action was severely criti- 
cised by the newspaper. 

In the information for citation prepared 
by the Circuit Attorney at the request of the 
court, it was contended that the publication 
of these criticisms tended “to scandalize the 


court,” to “subject the court to ridicule andi 


contempt,” and “interfere with and embar 
rass the administration of justice in the 
court.” It was contended further that the 
publication would interfere with justice ins 
pending proceeding. 

The Star does not pretend to go into the 
merits of the case. The Post-Dispatch u> 
doubtedly will see that these are fully dis 
closed in the hearing. It does call attention 
once more to the anomalous situation that 
now exists in contempt proceedings in which 
the Judge has the privilege unique in the 
American system of acting at once # 
prosecutor, jury and Judge. 

No one would think of denying that 
Judge should have the right to protect his 
court in the course of a trial from action 
that evidently would obstruct the admit 
istration of justice. But it certainly offends 
the erican sense of justice and fair play 
that a Judge should have the power of 
summary action against criticism of bis 
judicial acts committed after the trial. 

If an administrative officer or legislator 
believes he has been scandalized by crit 
cism, he has his remedy. He may bring 
legal proceedings against his critic and an 
unprejudiced jury will pass on the matter. 
He cannot on his own motion order the 
critic to jail. Yet a Judge may do just that 

Even the President of the United States, 
the most exalted public official in the u. 
tion, cannot punish his critics, no matter 
how severe the criticism. In a free nation 
it is understood that such power might 
easily become tyranny. So the President 
is given only the same protection of the 
laws that any citizen may claim. 

Fortunately, most Judges refrain from 
taking advantage of their privileged pos 
tion. But the privileged position exists 
any Judge who is so disposed may hear ad 
decide a case in which he himself is in 
—a power which, as has just been said ® 
not assumed by the President, and 
rave itself to arbitrary and tyrannical &
